During tlie after- 
no. ui Hefferan got ugly, and when hia 
w ife said something to him he struck 
her iind blackened her eye. His daugh- 
ter Mary Jaiio interfered and the ruf- 
fian seized her by the hair, dragged her 
across the room and threw her down 
in front of . the stove. Holding her by 
oiii- hand, with the other he seized a 
kettle full of Ixnling water and began 
to pour it on her body. The girl 
scr. •limed, but her binl.il father emptied 
evi ly drop of the boiling water in tho 
keltiM U[Kin her bebiie be stopped. Her 
cri 'S brought up other tenants, who, 
w li 'ii they saw w hat the briilo had 
dor.e, called a jiolicem.ui and hail him 
arr 'Sled. The mother sat stn])idiy look- 
ing on at her daughter being scalded, 
ne\ er ililerfering lo save her. The girl 
is so badly burned that her recovery is 
doubtful. T'he agent of the Children's 
SOI iely and two policemen had lo break 
iu the door lo gel iiosscssioii of tho ro- 
mainiiig children.

This is a largo debt certainly, but it 
must bo renioniborod that it w.i-s nearly 
all incurred to jiroinoto the de\ I'lopnieiil 
of tho Doiiiiiiioii both bid'oro and sim o 
confederation. We need hardly remind 
our readers that when the provinces of 
lirilisli Aiiiorioa wore uiiiled the eon- 
fedi.-ralion assiinii'd their several public 
debts.
